Cromer, assistant in 
crops, and issued today by the Pur­ 
due university experiment 
station. 
Mr. Cromer -ays; 
Statistics for the last ten years 
-how that the State has produced on 
the average 30 bushels of oats per 
acre. 
The average price 
for 
the 
same period has been about 35 cents 
per bushels, the average gross re­ 
turns per acre 
being 
$10.50. 
We 
know that many farmers are raising 


50 to 60 bushels per acre right along 
while many more are 
raising less 
than the 30 bushel state average. 
Fair estimate- sh o w that it will 
cost in the neighborhood 
of 
$5,50! 
per acre to grow a crop of oats, not j 
counting anything for land rental. In 
j 
fact, the statistics gathered in 3905 j 
from farmers over the State give the 
average cost of producing an acre of 
oats a- $5.53. 
If we add to thi- 


s u t h $5.00 for rent of laud, the pro­ 
duction co-t amounts to $10.53» per 
acre. 
We readily see that the re­ 
turn- are entirely used up in paying 


f o r raising the average crop. 
Some 
are certainly making a profit, while 
many more are as 
certainly losing 
money when they raise this crop un­ 
der present conditions. 
There are several causes for the 
low yields of oats in Indiana, princi­ 
pal among which are 
unfavorable 


s e a s o n s , p o o r Soil 
treatment, 
and 


p o o r seed. 
Oats is naturally a cool 


w e a t h e r crop and any season which 
is hot and dry will not 
produce 
a 
very large crop of oats of the 
best 
quality. The soil treatment and cul­ 
tural methods for oats on the aver­ 
age farm fall far short 
of 
what 
they should he. 
Anything seems to 
be considered good enough for oats 
and they are managed in a slipshod 
way. 
The ground should he put 
in 
a 
loose, level, well pulverized condi­ 
tion, with n«r clods as large as one's 
fist. 
After the 
ground is properly 
prepared, care should be 
taken 
to 
properly distribute the seed. 
There 
are ways in which the seed can be 
distributed mi the ground a- uni­ 
formly a s with the drill, but there is 
no way in which all the seed can be 
sown to the same depth, except by 
the use of the drill. In a dry season 
the plants, from seed lying near the 
surface, will be quickly affected and 
will produce less than those starting 
from a point lower down in the soil. 
However, this article is intended to 
discuss the seed factors particularly. 
Among the causes of low yields 
which the farmer can overcome, is 
the use of a variety poorly adapted 
to the climate in which it is being 
grown. 
The Station 
variety 
tests 
covering a period of nine years show 
that the average yield of 
the 
ten 
highest yielding 
varieties 
is 
12.3 
bushels more than the average of the 
ten lowest yielders. 
This difference 
is sufficient to pay for nearly half 
the cost of producing a crop. Among 
the better yielders of which seed can 
generally be found among farmers or

San Antonio, Tex., March 8.—“ I will 
never return to Mexico. 
No member 
of the Madero family ever will return 
there again to live. 
We will dispose 
of the property which we still have 
there and make our homes in foreign 
lands, some of us in the United States 
and others in Europe 
No Madero will 
attempt to start a revolution to make 
him self president of Mexico. 
Should 
any Madero attempt such a thing 1 
will shoot him down with my own 
hand.” 
In dramatic fashion Emilio Madero 
thus declared plans of the Madero 
family. 
He spoke with all the intense 
earnestness of his Latin nature as he 
emphasized the fact that the Maderos 
will renounce for all time the country 
of their birth and will henceforth live 
elsewhere than in Mexico.

San Francisco. March 8.—The prac 
tical operation of the state law enact­ 
ed two years ago. imposing a jail sen­ 
tence on wife beaters, with the added 
penalty of requiring them to work on 
the public roads, has led to curious 
results. 
Many wives are now using 
the new law to jail husbands for six 
months on the second and third of­ 
fense and then collect $1.50 a day for 
their maintenance. 
This is about as much money as the 
ordinary wife-beating variety of hus­ 
bands would earn anyhow, so the 
wives are happy. 
The numerous cases of wife beatiig 
that are coming to the attention of the 
judges have caused the judges to de 
cide to sift each charge carefully here­ 
after before sentencing culprits under 
the new law. 


“ Injuns ” Call on Mr. Lane . 
Washington. March 8.—One of the 
first official acts of Franklin K. Lane 
as secretary of the interior, 
was the 
holding of a powwow with seventy In­ 
dians, twenty-seven of whom 
were 
chiefs. 
The Indians, who were here 
to attend the inauguration of Presi­ 
dent W ilson, made a formal call on 
Secretary Lane. 
Acting Commission­ 
er of Indian Affairs Abbott, in intro­ 
ducing the delegation to Secretary 
Lane, said it represented about six­ 
teen different Indian tribes, with a 
total population of 30,000 and com­ 
bined wealth of more than $100,000,000.

STUDY of tfie Mexican people 
falls naturally into three divi 
sions, for the population con­ 
sists of people of purely Span­ 
ish descent, of mestizos, or half breeds 
of Spanish and Indian blood and of 
pure blooded Indians. 
Out of Mexico’s 
15,000.000 inhabitants one-half may be 
roughly estimated to be mestizos 
Al­ 
though the census figures of 19 00 have 
about one-fifth, or 3,000,000, of purely 
white descent, it is likely th at not more 
than a tenth come under this head, 
since 
Indian 
blood 
permeates 
all 
classes. 
At the same time special dif­ 
ficulties are met in attem pting to draw 
a dividing line between Indian and 
mestizo. 
Bry ce chooses to estimate 
the number of Indians at 8 ,000.000 and 
the mestizos at 0,000.000. 
Included in 
Mexico’s population is a foreign ele­ 
ment numbering about 75.000 people. 
The num ber of Americans in Mexico be­ 
fore the revolutionary troubles of the 
last y ear or two was estimated at al­ 
most 20,000. 


Spanish Oppressio n. 
When the Spaniards arrived in Mexi­ 
co they found a large sedentary popu­ 
lation of natives cultivating the soil 
and trained to industry . 
These the 
conquerors turned into sCrfs, who were 
compelled to perform the arduous and 
to them most distasteful work of min­ 
ing. 
Agriculture, too. was left to the 
Indians, for the warm climate made 
field labor, or any kind of manual la 
bor, for that matter, most distasteful t o< 
the white men. 
The pure white popu 
lation increased hardly at all, because 
few’ new settlers came, but the Span 
iards mixed with the natives, w ith the 
result that after several generations j 
there was a considerable half breed 
population, even though some of the; 
tribes, notably those in the state of 
Oaxaca, have remained to this day dis­ 
tinct from the w*hite race and from 
each other. 
And it is this branch of the Mexican 
people, along with the pure blooded de­ 
scendants 
of 
some 
fifty 
aboriginal 
Iudian tribes, that constitutes for the 
main part Mexico’s problem in gov­ 
ernment. 
It is not a race problem in 
the sense of their being a color line 
Educated and well to do Indians bold 
high places in Mexico. 
In fact, Presi 
dent Benito Juarez, one of the coun­ 
try ’s great heroes, was a full blooded 
Zapoteca, and l’orfirio Diaz is prouder 
of his Misteca ancestry than of the 
white blood he also claims. 
Nor does 
the half breed suffer any disability , so 
cial or political 


Mestizo s Impo sed Upo n. 
The Indians and mestizos, for the 
most part poor and ignorant, are little 
more than the raw material for citi 
zens, and the upper class Mexicans 
use them for their own selfish pur 
poses lK>th in politics and business. 
The great weakness of Mexico's so 
cial sy stem lies in the fact that there 
are but two classes, an upper and a 
lower, the former extremely limited in 
number. 
A 
middle class, 
such 
as 
forms the great bulk of intelligent cit 
izens iu this country and in Europe, 
tends but slowly to appear. 
Upper class Mexicans are for the 
most part men of property . 
Tlieir 
w’ealth, education and social position 
enable them to wield enormous power 
over the great laboring class of uiesti 
zos and Indians, whose work in the 
fields and mines makes possible the 
existence anti continuance of the ua 
tional industries. 
These peons at the 
present time are not far removed from 
serfdom, for their general poverty as 
a class and the land monopoly of the

He dared to rise against 
Diaz, and at first many thought 
him insane. 
In the end he con­ 
quered the dictator and became 
president.

Jose Maria Pino Suarez was 
barely thirty -five y ears old and 
had never been heard of in pub­ 
lic until the outbreak of the Ma­ 
dero revolt, save as a lawy er in 
Merida. Yucatan, where he had 
carried on a small practice. 
He 
was over six feet tall, but of 
slight figure. 
When he got an 
inkling of Madero's intentions to 
lead a revolution against Por- 
firio Diaz he issued a small pa­ 
per. or circular, in 
which

came out strongly for “reform.” 
f It did not take long for Presi- 
•r dent Diaz’s soldiers to trace the 
sheet to Suarez, and in 19 09 he 
fled to San Antonio and later got 
into personal touch with Made­ 
ro. 
They became fast friends at 
their first meeting. 
During the hardest battles of 
*j* the Madero revolution 
Suarez 
"f* was constantly in touch with the 
Unfortunate leader. 
As soon as 
Diaz resigned Madero brought 
pressure to bear which resulted 
In Suarez being elected governor 
of Yucatan, from which office he 
was elevated to the vice presi­ 
dency . 
During his short term 
as governor of Yucatan he be­ 
came very popular among all 
factions. 
His 
kindly 
manner 
and honest face made friends for 
him right and left, and this pop­ 
ularity continued and Increased 
while he occupied the posts of 
vice president and of federal sec­ 
retary of education.

Joaquin Miller, the “Poet of the Sier­ 
ras," who died Feb. IT at the age of 
seventy -one on his pretty estate in the 
Piedmont foothills overlook ing San 
Francisco, was one of America s most 
picturesque characters 
The poet had 
been one of the leading literary lights 
of his day . and for y ears the woodland 
retreat, where he lived in a cabin, 
was the Mecca f<» r notable pilgrims. 
He lived with his aged wife and daugh­ 
ter, Juanita, each occupy ing a sepa­ 
rate cabin. The family ate their meals 
in a special cabin 
Cincinnatus Heine Miller was the 
real name of the “Poet of the Sierras.” 
and he was born in Indiana back in 
1stl. 
But the world bad long k nown 
him by his pseudony m. Joaquin Miller, 
and for many y ears had associated him 
with the mountains and mines of the 
far w est 
Ever since his retreat in the 
seventies to the Heights, his high acres 
near Oak land. Cal.. he has been look ed 
; upon as one of the picturesque figures 
of the Golden Gate, a figure insepara- 
j ble from California, and with his high 
I boots, buck sk in clothing and broad 
sombrero resting on the massive head 
of flowing white hair, a figure that 
would soon pass, with other outposts 
of pioneer day s, into the last great 
opic of civilization 
This removed life that Miller led in 
his last quarter century there on that 
high point where Fremont tented and 
from which he caught the view’ that : 
led to the name, “the Golden Gate,”

Captain VanDyke gave his life for 
his gallantry. 
His body, with one arm 
sev ered, was among those recovered 
by the p arties of rescuers. 
The chief losers are the owners of 
the Alum Chine, which cost in the 
neighborhood of $375,000. 
Upon the Maryland Steel company 
devolves the next greatest.loss. While 
a thorough survey may result in find­ 
ing serious defects in her construe 
tion, a superficial examination of the 
collier Jason, which the company had 
just completed for the United States 
government, indicates a damage of 
$100,000. 
A half mile from the scene of the 
disaster is the quarantine hospital. 
T h e re w ere a dozen p atients there, 
and not one of these escaped injury. 
T h e hospital w as battered and scarce­ 
ly a p ane of glass left in the 
building. 
All along 
the shore are evidences of 
th e terrific force of the 
exp losion, the 
dam age being enormous. 
About a quarter of a mile from the 
scene of the explosion 
lay the U nited 
S ta te s collier Jason, recently com p let 
ied and ready for her trial trip .

W ashington, March 8.—In the Dem 
ocratic caucus Senator Bacon of Geor 
gia, w ho 
has been 
the Democratic . 
p resident pro tem of the senate, al­ 
ternating w ith Senator Gallinger, R€> j 
publican, and who was nominated for 
th at office by unanimous vote of his 
p arty in the senate, was defeated for 
renomination by Senator Jam es P. 
Clarke of Arkansas. 
The vote was 27 
to 14 against Bacon. 
Senator Bacon’s defeat was a dis­ 
tinct shock, not only to his Democratic 
friends, but to the senate as a body. 
The senator himself was plainly hu­ 
miliated by what had happened, be­ 
cause he had every reason to believe, 
his friends say, that he would be re­ 
nominated unanimously when he went 
into the caucus. 
The rebuke adm inistered to Senator 
Bacon and his friends was rendered 
all the morci poignant by the fact 
that the successful campaign which 
had been secretly waged against him 
was made mainly on the issue that 
Senator Bacon had insisted on his 
right to be chairm an of the foreign re­ 
lations committee by seniority, and it j 
was argued th a t he should not claim 
\ 
two such im p ortant posts at the hands 
of the senate organization.
